1, Use of ad valorem duties throughout the achedule, Agrec- 
nent on this point was not as difficult as had been anticipated, 
The Custons officials wanted specific duties on tobacco and tobaceo 
products, but finally agreed to ad valorem duties across the board, 


2. Single taxation, The present complicated system of ml- 
tiple taxes har given Customs considerable difficulty, Many prod- 
ucts pay seven or eight different taxes, and all products are subject 
to five taxes in addition to the basic duty, Agreement was obtained 
that, there should be but one duty (or tax) imposed embodying the 
various taxes now imposed, 


3. My original theory on the tariff schedule--five rates of 
duty, two covering luxury type articles, two for articles for the 
poor und basic development products, and one rate covering all other 
products--was agreed upon, Although my recommendations as to actual 
rates have not yet been disclosed, there was agreement as to the 
egg theory of division of products into these rate classes, 
Also, the idea of mentioning only those articles subject to duty 
ata rate different from the general rate was agreed to,

The more pagel igre agreed to on matters which I dneluded in 
the basic law to implement the suggestions of Mr. Dunaway on administrative 
matters are as follows: (1) national Customs administration; (2) use of 
bill of entry and standard invoice; (3) control of Customs brokers; (4) use 

of actual exchange rates for conversion of invoice currencies; (5) time

REPORT ON CHARGES ON GOODS 
AT THE PORT OF JIDDA 

The pier, causeways, warehouses and certain other installations at the 
Jidda Port are owned by the Government. Certain operations are carried on 
by a private Company, as agent of the Government, particularly in receiving, 
transporting and storing of import goods for which charges are mde at 
varying rates, In connection with these services a portion only of the 
port installations is used by the Company. 

By the nature of the circumstances, the pier and the other port 
installations constitute a monopoly since all imports and exports at the 
Port of Jidda must use the pier and be handled by the Company, The rates 
of charges imposed and collected by the Company as agent of the Government 
are, therefore, monopoly charges whose incidence and economic effects do not 
differ essentially from other monopoly prices or taxes imposed on imports and 
exports, The fairness and reasonableness of the charges are, therefore, a 
matter of public interest and concern, 


Basis for Charges 

There is general agreement among economists and authorities on public 
finance that charges for services such as rendered by the Company should be 
paid by the immediate beneficiaries and should be based on cost, A necessary 
corollary of this principle is that so far as possible all elements of taxation 
should be eliminated from such charges, The Havana Charter for an International 
Trade Organization embodies the consensus of financial experts of the fifty-seven 
signatory countries on this subject as will be noted in the following provision: 


1. Members | all fees of 
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connection vith reeiprocal trade agreenents for the reduction of trade 
barriers, it is nevertheless based on sound principles of public finance, 


Eluntastlon of Taxes from Charges. 

The incidence and economic effects of taxes on imports and exports are 
of grave concern to governments, These are difficult to isolate and appraise 
when the tax rates are know, If, 1m addition to rates of duty carried tm the 
tariff, other taxes of unimown amounts are imposed in the guise of payments for 
services of various kinis, the problem of determining the incidence becomes 
nore difficult and at times next to impossible, 

Moreover, if the charges for services rendered to goods has som other 
basis than cost, the result {s subsidy to the wers of goods charged less than 
cost, with corresponding discrimination against goods charged more than cost, 
A subsidy in the form of « charge less than the cost of verrice does not have 
the sane econcnic effect as a direct subsidy paid from general revenues. The 
burden of the first kind of subsidy falls upon other comoditiea passing through 
the port while the second kind is borne by the country as a vhole, 


=s 


Tt 4s, of course, a proper function of government to grant subsidies to 
sections of the population or national economy, but there is a better way to 
grant subsidies than by means of taxation, In this connection I quote fron 
the late Lord Stamp, who wrote not only from a background of wany years 
experience as an administrator of revenue legislation, but also from long 
study of the theory and principles of taxation, 


"Tf the State wishes for national reasons to benefit or 
assist certain trades, I think, in general, the worst method 
is by discriminations or differentistion in taxation. Direct 
subvention is open, known, subject to constant cheek and control, 
and its cost is spread over the nation. Indirect benefit is 
hidden, unknown in amount, subject to little contro! as to 
efficiency, etc., and the cost of what is asswned to be a

Company at the Port of Jidda is someviat complicated, In the first place the 
service involves the use of the pier and other permanent installations, vhich 
represent a considerable capital investment. The charges should, therefore, 
inelude payment for the use of this property. Secondly, there are direct 
operating expenses vhich the charges should cover,

Hixed Capita) Charres 

While there is not complete untformity in governmental polietes on 
paynent for the use of public improvements, the most prevalent policy is 
to impose such charges upon the beneficiaries as vill secure the return of 
the capital investment in « reasonable period of time, generally referred to 
as the "auortization period." While it is desirable to spread the burden of 
amortization payments equitably between the present and future beneficiaries, 
it is nonetheless desirable to secure return of the investment during the 
useful life of the installations, Whether this latter end can be attained 
depends on s number of circunstances, especially upon the volune of business 
at the port, useful life of the installations and the total amount to be 
amortized, While the Government can adopt any amortisation period it vishes, 
with rates at a level ealoulated to liquidate the investment in the fixed 
period, th economic effect of charges on imports should be taken into account. 
Any charge on goods moving through the port tends to reduce the volume of 
traffie, Rate increases above the point of diminishing returns do not result 
in proportionate increases in yield and further inerenses in rates not only 
result in a decreased total return, tut my reach such a high level as to 
become prohibitive. For instance, 2 rate calculated to amortize the pier and 
other port installations in a short period, say of one veek, would protedly 
yield no return at all. 

The problem of establishing an anortizetion period involves harnonising 
these pomevhat conflicting factors, Prom the data st hand, I would not hesard 
a recommendation as to a definite amortization period, but from the history of 
similar projects it seems likely that the optimum period will be semewhere 
between 20 and 35 years, 


Qperating Expenses 
The other elenént of cost 1s the expense of the services rendered by 


the Company. th performing these services the Company has expenses for 
wages, salaries, machinery, equipment, supplies, ete., all of which may be 
Glassed under the general heading of operating expenses, 


Eregent Nethod of jmortisstion 
A surtax of 3% of the duty is collected by Customs under the heading 


"Pler Duss*, This is preswably intended to apply on amortisation of the 
capital investment in the pier and other port installations, T have no 
infornation as to the period of tine necessary to amortize the investment 
by neans of this surtex or, in fact, whether this was considered vhen the 
tax was imposed. If the principle of basing chargea on cost 1s accepted 
as valid, it 1s clear that a surtax on duty is not « proper method of 
amortisation since there {s no causal reletion between the value of services 
rendered by the pler end the duty on goods. The surtax, for instance, 
amounts to 90 qirsh per ton on sesame of] but 180 girsh per ton on olive ofl; 
13.8 girsh per ton on rice and 120 qirsh per ton on coffee. There is no 
significant difference in the capacity of the pier utilised by sesame and 
olive of] or between rice and coffee, yet the surtex results in charging 
twice as mith for olive as sesame of] and eight times as much for coffee 
as rice, Many other instances such as these can be cited. It should also 
be noted that a considerable quantity of goods are exempt from duty and 
therefore pay nothing towerd amortization of the pier, 


Gharges For erating oxenses 
It 1s difficult to discern eny definite pattern or plen in the schedule 


of charges now in force, The rates vary 90 widely it is evident they are 
based on operating cost. A few instances will mke this clear, The char 
woolen goods is twice that on rugs; mm refrigerators tvo and one half ’

on glassvare; on cigarettes six times thet on ¢pieess on cameras one Inmdred 
tines that on typevrtters; and so on through the list — the charges have 
Little or no relation to cost of the service. 

Comparison Viton Dyanan Pier 

It 18 of interest to compere the charges at Jidda vith those of the 
Saudi Government Railroad at the Demmam Pier, The Railroad perforns 
essentially the same kind of service as the Company at Jidda--it unloads 
goods from ships and transports then to the Customs warehouse, It will be 
noted thet on the sort of traffic most nearly comparable to that of the 
Hidda Pier, "less than carsload lots", there are only three base rates, 
let, and, and 3rd class and thet the lowest rate 1s roughly one-mmlf of 
the highest, with the internedicte approximtely half way between the 
extremes, This doos not mean thet the cost of handling al) the goods in 
each clase ts identical but that the cost fs so nearly the same it would be 
impracticable to adopt separate rates. The Railroad impones a special fee 
for heavy lifts tased on the time the crane is in use, It likewise has @ 
minfmm charge on each consignnent, This is due to the fact thet a certain 
anount of overhesd expense 1s tncurred in bookkeeping, checking, delivering, 
ete., for each cons{gnnent, whether the consignment weighs one kilo or a 
thousand tons. 1 express no opinion as to the reasonableness of the charges 
imposed on goods by the Raflrond, but T am of the opinion thet ite rate 
structure is essentially sound in principle. 

A Comparison of the rates in force at Mannan and Jidda Pers shovs 
Cloarly that mny products are subject to much higher relative charges at 
Jidda then at Dammam, Due to the differences in classification of goods at 
Jidda and Daman for rate mking purposes it is impossible to compare the 
entire rate structures, but a few illustrations will perhaps be sufficien’

to mke this point clesr, The handling charges on photographic cameras et Jidda 
ts at the rate of 5,000 riyals per ton, whith ts’ 100 tines! as mach’ as tho wate 

on typewriters, while at Daman the charges on the tvo products are identical. 
The Jidda charges on voolen cloth {s tuo and one~alf tines ‘that on eotton eloth, 
while at Danmam the charges are the same for both products; the charge on electric 
refrigerators 1s tvioe thet Ga glasdvare dt SiMe vite at Tasman they are eubject 
to the same rate; at Jidda the charge on ofgarettes is six times thet on spices 
while at Donnan they are the same, ete, Tt 1s obvious that there could not be 
suoh great differences in these Gharges tf thay’ vate tinbd'‘ca! ort, 


Leuurege 

Under the title "Demrrage” a fee 15 collecte’ by Customs on goods remining 
in the warehouse after the end of a free period of seven days, This is in reality 
a payment for rent of warehouse space, As the warehouses are a part of the port 
installntions butlt et Government expense all demurrage fees should be regarded 
as payments for the use of these installetions and be accounted as amortization, 
This vould not only be sounder from the standpoint of accounting principles but 
{it would also simplify Custom procedure, As ft is nov, the Company must find the 
weights of all consignments for the purpose of levying its charges, and Customs 
mast do the sane vith ali goods sWijét Uc dimmirhagl. kd potted "ous tn iy 
preliminary report, demurrage charges are o prolific source of errors which are 
troublesome to correct, To transfer these collections to the Company would, of 
course, reduce the apparent Custons revenue but it would not reduce the total 
return to the Governnent since the funds collected by the Company also accrue to 
the Covernrent, 


Dock Charges 

A tether tachahiatien sash 45 Sidla vendors « distinet service to shize ty 
facilitating leading and mlouding operations and it 1s considered equitable to 
Levy 0 change ween tone. This charge is in fact « payment for the use of the 
pier and should therefore be accounted es an earning of the pier and credited to 
amortization. Thiy is done at Daumam where the Railroad company, as operators 
of the pler, ee .lects and accounts for this charge, At Jidde it ts collected by 
the Coast Guard and is presumbly treated as Coast Guard revenue, It seem to 
me the poltcy should be uniform at the tvo porte and as the proce(ure at Denman 
conforms to correct accounting principles, {t would be advisable to adopt it at 
Jidda, As in the ose of deomrrare charges, there would be no loss of revenue 
to the Government by reason of thie change in the method of collecting and 
accounting. 


Consolidated Pate 
Instead of levying two separate charges—one for amortization and one for 
operating expenses, ‘t is advisable from the administrative standpoint to combine 


these two components {in a single rate, Tf the tvo cost elements are accurately 
computed the combined rete will produce a profit over direct operating expenses 
sufficient to return the capital investment in the selecte’ amortization period, 

It may bo helpful to rive a sample computation to show hov a combined rate 
may be constructed from the two cost components. The figures used in the 
Computation are not actin] but are merely assumed for the sake of illustration, 
All that the @omputation is intended to show is the average charge per ton which 
would be necessary to cover amortisation and operating expenses under the 
assumed conditions,

Tn actual practice an 
increase in Volume of goods would reduce the amortisation period, provided other 
conditions remained unchanged. A decrease in volume of traffic vould mve the 
opposite effect, Likewise a change in ratio between operating expenses and volune 
of traffic vould result {n « change in the length of the amortization period.

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Glassifieation of Goois for tate Making 

A® noted above, there are only three classes of rates on goode in foree at 
the Danna Pier and T am of the opinion thet « greater nunber at Jidde vould serve 
no useful purpose. It vould, of course, be helpful to have the exact cost figures 
for handling each of the commodities but to obtain this information vould require 
& highly eomplex systen of Gost eeeounting vhich is at present impracticable. 
While the ,eeounts as kept by the Company are of little or no help in determining 
these individual eosts, they nevertheless show the average cost per ton and fron 
this @ fairly aceurste schedule of rates can be constructed. From experience at 
other ports it has been learned that certain bulk commodities can be handled et 
soneviiat legs then the average cost for all goods and that fragile, breakable 
and Perishable conmedities eost sonevhat more than average. These costs follow 
Closely those for transportation by rail and ship on vhich there is a great dea! 
of cost data available witeh should be helpful in establishing a schedule of charges 
at the Jidaa Port, 


vary 
Pees for handling goods at the Jidda Mer are considered a proper charge 


against the owners of the goods and in conformity with generally aceepte! princi; les 
governing public utility mates, such charges should be based on actwl cost. Cost 

has two components, amortization of the capital investment and direct operating 
expenses, Amortization payments should be equitably distributed betveen present 

and future beneficiaries of the port. Present charges at Jidda do not conforn to 
principles outlined above as neither the surtax on duty for amortisation nor charges 
for operations approximte cost, vith resultant discrimination and inequity between 
Clases of goods, Comparison of charges at Jidda with those at Dammam Pier indicates 
unequal treatment of many classes of gools. The conclusion is reached that a complete 
revision of the rates at Jidda {s advisable and to this end the following recommendations 
are offered for consideration,

RECENT AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENTS IN SAUDI ARABIA 
DOUGLAS D, CRARY 


How to utilize its petroleum income in the best national interest is the 
difficult problem Saudi Arabia faces today, Any large-scale development in the 
Western sense is precluded by the desertic nature of the country, the lack of 
natural resources other than oil, and the way of life of a large part of the 
population. But there do exist certain opportunities for improving the standard 
of living, and one of them lies in an increase in agricultural production—within 


definite geographic limitations, 


The Saudi Arabian government currently receives from the Arabian American 
41 Company (ARAMCO) in the neighborhood of ninety million dollars a year, vhereas 
in pre=petrolewn days the annual revenues was about seven million dollars, derived 
from a head tax on pilgrims to Mecca, The newly acquired and constantly 
wealth, together with the emergence of the country from the penumbra of 
isolation to an active role in Near Sastern aflairs, has provided the means for a 
program of internal development. And a reassuring beginning has already been made, 


The introduction of mechanized agriculture in Saudi Arabia is not as recent as 
the popular journalists would have us believe. Nor does the credit for its initial 
success belong entirely to "a handful of Tems farmers.", Nor are the sands of Arabia 
"being made to bloom again with waving date palms, alfalfa that gives 14 crops 
annually, and giant vaternelons." Loose statenents of this nature create the false 
impression that a little American know-how scattered anyvhere can produce a land of 
plenty overnight. Nothing is said about costs and difficulties, 


Another general misconception, particularly in connection with certain aspects 
of Polat, Four fhinking is that Americans can go to Saudi Arabia and "teach the Arabs 
how to farm."‘ ‘Practically everything Americans know about the basie principles of 
irrigated agriculture was known to the Arabs two thousand years ago. The Americans 
can, however, apply mechanized power, the use of fertilizers, seed selection, and 
other new knowledge to an age-old agricultural system and thus point the way to 
inereased yi ea geotagged pom be This in essence, is the 
objective of the current rebian agricultural program,

Y THE BEGINNING AT AL KHARJ 


A plan for the development of agriculture along Western lines was formlated 
in the middle 1930's by Sheikh Abdullah Sulaiman, minister of finance, with the 
approval and support of the King. The first concrete application was mde in 1937 
at Al Kharj, eastern Nejd, about 55 miles southeast of Riyadh, political capital of 
the country (fig. 1) It consisted in the importation of pumps, a mechanic, and a 
farmer from Iraq, and a vegetable grower from Palestine. Later, Egyptian mechanics 
and farm demonstrators were brought in, and the Iraqis departed for home, With the 
Egyptians came three Arab farmers from Qasim as overseers, In 1941, during the 
period of Egyptian supervision, six tractors were purchased by the Saudi Arabian 
government through Aramo, It is an interesting fact that this first use of power- 
driver farm machinery in Saudi Arabia took place before Americans had anything to do 
with the agricultural program, 


In 1942, at the invitation of the King, an American agricultural survey mission 
visited Saudi trabla, This mission, purely advisory, mde recommendations pertaining 
to the development at Al Kharj and to other localities in the comtry as well as to 
irrigated agriculture in general. (2) In the preceding year preliminary soil, water, 
and land surveys by Aramco technical personnel (3) had determined the direction the 
Al Khar] project was to follow, 


The year 1943 was perhaps the critical one for the project. Certain problems 
brought about the removal of the Egyptians, and the Arab overseers temporarily assumed 
the agricultural responsibilities, The technical phase was taken over by 
lent by Arameo, (4) the first Americans to participate actively in the Al Kharj 
development. Their labors consisted chiefly of canal and general eonatruction and 
pump installation, This Araméo team literally did the spadework that mde the present 
large-scale farm program possible, 


While Aramco personnel were improving the engineering features of the project, 
the Saudi Arabian Government was preparing the way for an expanded agricultural program, 
its were made with the United States Department of State through the Cairo 
office of the Foreign Economic Administration for an official agricultural mission to 
Saudi Arabla. This mission, under the leadership of Mr. David Rogers, arrived at 
Al Kharj in November, 1944, and stayed 15 months. It brought some now land under 
cultivation and introduced new crops. 


The withdrawal of the FEA mission éarly in 1946 because of lack of funds left 
the Al Kharj project with welleieveloped facilities but no mnagement, Arameo again 
came to the rescue by lending personnel to the government. As before, these men were 
engineers, not professional farmers, They succeeded in holding the project together 
along the lines established by the FEA mission, but they lacked both numbers and exper- 
fence to continue the expansion program, They were relieved in Janury, 1947, . ho 
a dozen American country extension agent, recommended by the United States Depa it of 
Agriculture in antic: of a new agricultural mission, The mission failed to mter- 
falize, and the American furmers were eventually taken over by the Saudi Arabian Govern- 
ment. 

Thus the Al Kharj Agricultural Project is exclusively a Saudi Arabian venture, 
though it has enjoyed the benefits of American cooperation and advice,

SRILING OF THE AL KUARS PROJECT 


Twmli on the south ridge overlooking the valley and numerous ruins on the valley 
floor testify that Al Kharj is an ancient oasis, Its recent development lies simply 
in greater use by mechanical means of water from sources that have been known for 
centuries. Today the Al Kharj project comprises some four and a half square miles of 
irrigated bottomland in Wadi Kharj adjacent to the settlements of Yamama and Sulainiya 
and more than a square mile at Khafs Daghra, 27 miles to the south, The results at

The outstanding feature of the Al Kharj oasis is the occurrence of large pits 
formed by the solution of anhydrite from the natural limestone and containing vast 
quantities of water.

Tn most respects Khafs Daghra Farm is similar to Al Kharj, It is irrigated 
in much the same way--by lifting water from a natural limestone solution pit 
though the supply is less bountiful, The lift 1s greater, 70 feet as opposed to 
40 at Ain Dhila, end until recently (1948) the capacity was only 2000 gallons a 
minute, Consequently, Khafs Daghra Farm was devoted principally to wheat, 600 
acres; the remaining 200 acres were in grain sorginm and vegetables, with five 
acres of dates, In the last two years, however, acta ek centrifugal 
pumps (8 inches and 10 inches) have been ins at Khafs Daghra, which provide 
a present total delivery of some 5000 gallons a minute, The effect of this greatly

ECONOMY OF THE AL KHARJ PROJECT 


For the entire Al Kharj project the list of crops grow reads like a seed 
catalogue, Besides dates, wheat, alfalfa, and grain sorginm, the following were 
seent barley, cats, maize, tomtoes, watermelons, onions, egg-plant, sweet and ha 
peppers, carrots, parsley, cabbages, cauliflowers, lettuce, daikon,

The Al Xharj project. has shown whet ean be accomplished not only in agricultural 
production tut also in raising the standerd of living (9) of its 1200 Arab farmers 
and mechanics and those who receive the benefits of its varied produce. The lessons 
learned at Al Kharj can be advantageously applied elsewhere in the country. Such 
projects occupy an important, indeed a necessary, place in the internal development 
ti ety net BR Avabian government. The oases of Qatif, Hofuf, and 

and an area in Wadi Fatima have been selected for demonstration projects, 

Only at Hofuf, however, has any significant progress been made. 


THE _LOPUP AGRICULTURAL PROVECT 


Conditions at Hofuf are in marked contrast with those at Al Kharj, The oasis 
containing Hofuf (10) and surrounding villages is probably the largest in Saudi Arabia, 
with an estimated 27,000 acres under native cultivation and a population believed to 
be about 150,000. If these figures are correct, the population density is more than 
3500 to a square mile, Anatesian flow of water from at least nine springs gives an 
estimated total discharge of 93,300 gallons a minute, (11) In its present state, 
Hofuf is the only locality in the comtry with a surplus of weter. But in spite of 
this abundance, the oasis is not self-sufficient in food. More than 90 per cent of 
the cultivated areas is in date gardens, many of which are several hundred years old, 
with individual palms of 80 years or more that are no longer very productive, The 
intense pressure of population on the land, the inability of native technology to 
expand the cultivated area, and the concentration on a single crop with relatively 
low yields illustrate the need for an agricultural improvement program, 


In 1949, at the request of the Saudi Arabian government, the Hofuf Agricultural 
Project came into being with the transfer of a few American farmers and mechanics from 
Al Kherj. These specialists were confronted by a tradition-bound agricultural economy 
unaffected by Western contacts. Because of the shortness of the time, the principal 
gains so far consist in complete cooperation from Arab officials and admiring stares 
from Arab farmers the latter a definite achievement, The Americans began their 
denonstration with six tractors and two government gardens totaling 150 acres, all 
in rice paddies. To accommodate the tractors, a few date palms had to be removed

spacing of the trees does not greatly mtter, but where the American program calls 
for the use of tractors, the groves must be thinned out, The reduction in the number 
of trees is compensated by increased yields per tree. 


Expansion of the Hofuf project depends on the availability of enough good land 
near by suitable for reclamation and an adequate supply of water. [Little is known 
about the open lands, which, it is believed, have never been cultivated, The salt 
content is probably high, and much water would be required for leaching before 
cultivation could be attempted. The local Arabs are confident of the availability of 
water, and one of the American farmers has expressed the opinion that enough water 
is available in the Hofuf area to develop 40,000 acres of new land, The site for 
a 4000 acre reclamation project has already been selected, and the search for water 
has begun. If it proves successful, most. of the American effort will be devoted to 
bringing the open lands into production. The Hofuf project will then be similar in 
most respects to the Al Khar] project. The chief difference would be the turning 
over of the reclaimed land to small farmers who would work under American Supervision 
or the Saudi Arabian government on a tenant basis, This would relieve to some 
extent the pressure of population on the land in the older part of the Hofuf oasis, 
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The introduction of mechanization has given rise to several closely related 
problems. One of these concerns the education of at least a part of the population 
in basic agricultural and mechanical methods, Little can be by

ANTROI TION 


October has been a month of activity end progress, Arabian brand, in 
Hidde, Meetings with Government officials have resulted in oral agreement to 
continue-with the TCA 1953 program on expanded basis in accordance with SAG 
requests, The increase in the 1953 appropriations, on a matching basis, has 
been described as disappointingly small by some SAG officials, Nevertheless 
present. relations with SAG are friendly and cooperative and plans are going 
forward,.for two commmity development projects in widely separated areas, 
The estimated cost of these projects if $1,000,000 with each government 
sharing the costs on a fifty-fifty basis. 


‘Preliminary reconnaissance has been ane by Dr. Brown and Dr, Edens 
at Wadi Khulias, one of the areas selected, Early in November the larger 
party will establish a camp at Wadi Itwad on the coastal plain south of Jidda, 


In view of the oral agreement, steps have been taken to begin the 
Railway Survey and the Aerial Survey Projects at the earliest possible date. 
These. projects had been held in abeyance by SAG during the period it was 
giving consideration to the proposal for an expanded 1953 program. 


NARUNAL Rus OUNCES LVIST di 


October saw improved climatic conditions and renewal of field activity. 
The stepped-up program will be aided by the arrival of Mr. Bogue and }ir. 
Goudarzl, Geologists who have been assigned to work under Glen Brown's 
direction. They arrived in Jidda on October 28, 


In northwestern liejaz, test drilling at the coastal settlement of 
Rabigh failed to locate fresh water sought for local townsmen and travellers 
on the, Jidda-Medina road closer than 21 kilometers from the town, 


A.vater well is in the process of being installed at the northerly 
town of Yenbo. In Qizan, Tihama-Asir three test wells have proven that a 
substantial supply of fresh water exists, 


At. the ingistence of SAG, exploratory drilling continued in the Afif 
area. Afif is a small settlement roughly at the half point between Jidda 
and Riyadh... Three test wells have been drilled and test site located 
but to date no satisfactory water supply has been found, Difficulties 
confronting this task at Afif are: unfavorable geological conditions for the 
accumletion of large water supplies; poor communication facilities; and the 
great distance from Jidda, s and repair center, 
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Emphasis in the immediate future will be on work in those areas selected 
for community development projects - Wadi Itwad, Tihama-Asir, and Wadi Khulais, 
Systematic study will begin with aerial photography of these areas in order to 
locate wells and agricultural lands, 


Field work has been hampered by the continued delay in the arrival of 
needed equipment,

On October 17, the Minister of Finance called a conference to discuss the 
revision of the Tariff Law, Tariff rates, as drawn up by Mr. Robert Kennedy, and 
procedural changes in Customs Administration as proposed by Mr, John Duhaway. 
Meetings were held through October 23, with TCA represented by Dr. Young, Mr. 
Dunaway and Mr. Kennedy while the Minister, Deputy Minister, Director General of 
Customs, Acting Director, Hejaz Customs District; the Egyptian Tariff Expert and 
Shaikh Abdulla Rejas, a member of the Tariff Committee; represented the Government 


On October 23, a revised draft Royal Decree of the Tariff law, agreed to 
by Customs officials and the TCA representatives was given to the Deputy Finance 
Minister for presentation to the Minister, The Minister stated that he expected 
to go to Riyadh and arrange a conference with the King or the Crown Prince in 
hope of early promulgation of the new tariff, 


The. more important principles embodied in the law are: Use of ad valorem 
duties throughout the schedules single taxtion to replace the present complicated 
system of multiple taxes (some products have had 7 or § different taxes and all 
products hitherto paid 5 tarxs in addition to the basic duty); 5 rates of duty - 
2 covering luxury type articles, 2 for the food~basic development products, and 
1 rate. covering all other products; elimination of transit duty and of expart 
duty . 


In administrative matters, the basic law included Mr. Dunaway's suggest- 
ions as follows: 1. National Customs Administration; 2, Use of bill-of-entry 
and standard invoice; 3. Control of Customs brokers; 4. Use of actual exchange 
rates for conversion of invoice currencies; 5, Time limitation on final 
liquidation of entry; 6, Requirement that Customs make refunds for overpayments, 


Mr, Dunaway and Mr, Kennedy may be called to Riyadh for further explanations. 
A report, was submitted by Mr. Dunaway on the schedule of charges imposed 
on goods at & by the port-operating company. The report recommended a com 
plete revision of the schedule in order that rates my more nearly conform to 
the cost of service, 


The proposed National Customs Administration, approved in principle as 
noted above, is to include a statistical division. TCA will probably provide an 
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expert to inaugurate and direct this statistical division, 


Budget, 


Accounting Regulations and Forms of SAG are being translated by Mr, Mousa 
Affifi, recently engaged by SAG to work under Mr. John Stacy's direction. The 
regulations and forms will be studied in order to recommend changes, The systen 
is completely lacking in procedures for recording commitments made against avail- 
able funds, 


Work continues on the creation of a plan for the development and control 
of the SAG Public Works Program, Mr. Stacy prepared a tabulation seeking to 
reconcile the Public Works Schedule and costs as appearing in the newspaper 
Al-Madinah al-Munawwarah with the budget programs for the financial years 1370- 
71 and 1371-72, At least one-third of SAG's total budget is involved in this area. 


Following the departure of Dr. Young on October 19, Mr. John Dunaway 
has been appointed Chief of the Public Administration and Government Services 
Division. 


GRICK STO) 


Dr. William Edens, Chief, arrived in Dhahran, S,A., on September 25, 
and spent until October 8, studying agricultural problems in the Mitif, Daman, 
Hofuf (Al Hasa Oasis), and Al Kharj sections and meeting SAG officials, He was 
accompanied by Mr, Guy Hamilton, Agricultural Advisor of ARAMCO and Mr, Edward 
Betzig, Acting Program Officer, TCA, 


The Hasa area is characterized by irrigated oasis agriculture largely 
planted to date palms and small quantities of rice, alfalfa, aquash, cucumbers, 
watermelons and a few citrus trees, Sheep, goats, donkeys and cattle are to be 
seen in the oasis areas while camels are used for transport by the bedouin. 
Poor soil drainage is a common problem, especially along the coast where the 
water table appears to be within twelve to eighteen inches of the surface, 
Other problems are concerned with proper spacing of date plantings, crop-soil 
adaptation, soil fertility, crop rotation, prolific crop varieties, plant and 
animal diseases, scarcity of livestock forage and marketing of dates, 


Water is supplied by natural springs and dug or drilled wells, The 
supply is adequate for the lands now irrigated and additional land might be 
brought under cultivation, However, in certain areas as Dammam there is danger 
that the relationship between water use and supply may be nearly in talance 
and if too large areas of new land are planted, the effects could be serious, 
Most of the soils are salty, due to poor drainage and all would benefit by a 
lowering of the water table. With the growing local demand for cheap food, 
proper use of available resources grows in importance, 


The Royal Farms at Al Kharj were visited, The farms are under the 


management of Mr. Brooksheir, who supervises American and Arabian assistants and 
local laborers, The approximately 3000 acres in cultivation provide large 
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quantities of alfalfa, sudan grass, maize, wheat, barley and oats for fodder for 
the Royal Stables, Forty-five different truck crops are produced for the tables 
of the King and the Princes. This farn also has livestock consisting of horses, 
dairy cattle, camels and poultry. Dairy and poultry products are shipped daily 

to the Royal households at Riyadh, Water is pumped from from giant ains or wells, 
This large operation is indirectly run by ARANCO, While details of the cost of 
operation are not know, they are reportedly very high with the result that the 
cost of products are beyond the purchasing power of the mass of the population. 


Recently a number of Emirs and Princes have begun to work land in the 
area, Such development is dependent largely on the amount of water available, 


Following the arrival of Mr, Thomas J. Moon, Extension Specialist in 
Irrigation Farming, visits were mde to Wadi Fatima, east of Jidda, Wadi Itwlais 
and other areas where it is possible some limited agricultural work may be begun. 
These regions have some potentiality but scarcity of water is a restraining 
factor. 


Plans are being worked out for a trip to Tihama-Asir to study projected 
work on Wadi Itwad. 


SDUCATIO! 


Equipment for the Jidda Vocational School was finally dleared through 
Jidda Customs and installed at the school, When the electricity is connected 
at the school, they will be able to make full use of the machines, 


The date of the Commerd4gl School opening was delayed until the middle 
of October due to a number of unforeseen factors. However, at this date approx- 
imately 30 students are attending night classes in typing, English, business 
correspondence, etc. Due to the shortage of electric power in Jidda, the 
school is lighted by oll pressure lamps. Despite the heat, lack of fans and 
relatively crowded quarters, Mr, Adel Kiblawi, Assistant Director, reports great 
student enthusiasm, 


Two Saudi Arabian trainees have been awarded grants to study in the 
United States, A number of others are being processed and it is expected that 
they will be cleared in a few weeka. 


Dr. Robert Dolley, Chief of the Gducation Division, arrived in Jidda 
on October 26, 


COMUNTTY DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS 


A verbal understanding has been arrived at between SAG and TCA officials 
concerning the $1,000,000 Community Development Projects. Projects are © be 
undertaken in Tihama-Asir in sotthwestern Arabia and also in the vicinity of 
Jidda, The projects will concentrate on water and land use problems, improved 
transportation, education and health and sanitation facilities, The goal will 
be to show SAG what can be done to improve the economic and social conditions in 
areas largely untouched by modern techniques, Teams of TCA technicians will work 
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region cooperating with SAG officials and personnel. The SAG has shown 
iasm for this idea and is contributing one-half the cost,
